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COLD  STORAGE  REPORT 
AS  OF  MAY  1 , 1939 


The  seasonal  into-storage  movement  of  eggs  continued,  during  April 
with  a net  gain  in  stocks  of  2,242,000  cases  of  shell  eggs  and  28,313,000 
pounds  of  frozen  egg  meats  or  a total  case-equivalent  increase  from 
April  1 of  3 , 051 » 000,  This  total  case  equivalent  is  631,000  less  than  on 
May  1,  1938»  and  212,000  below  the  5“7ear  ( 193^ — 3^ ) average  for  May  1. 

The  net  increase  compares  with  2,456,000  cases  for  the  April  period  a 
year  ago  and  3 » 265, 000  cases  for  the  April  5~year  average.- 

The  movement  of  manufactured  dairy  products  during  -April  was  the 
reverse  of  normal.  Stocks  of  creamery  butter  were  reduced  by  8,042,000 
pounds,  which  compares  with  an  increase  during  April  1938  of  5 >197 ,000 
pounds  and  a 5~year  average  into-storage  gain  of  275 » 000  pounds.  The 
Dairy  Products  Marketing  Association  holdings  were  reduced  by  2,454,000 
pounds  and  the  Federal  Surplus  Commodities  Corporation  and  relief  stocks 
by  1,846,000.  Commercial  stocks  were  increased  by  2,252,000  pounds. 

Holdings  of  cheese  indicated  net  withdrawals .of  6,305,000  pounds 
during  the  month.  May  1 holdings  were  941,000  pounds  below  those  of  a 
year  earlier  but  5*934,000  in  excess  of  the  5~year  average  for  the  date. 

Cold  storage  stocks  of  apples  were  reduced  by  4,438,000  bushels. 
May  1 holdings,  which  totaled  4,701,000  bushels,  were  1,078,000  bushels 
below  those  of  May  1 a year  ago  .but  exceeded  the  5“7ear  average  by 

424.000. 

Total  frozen  fruits  were  withdrawn  from  storage  to  the  extent  of 
15,220,000  pounds,  and  stocks  on  hand  May  1,  1939,  were  approximately 

19.000. 000  less  than  those  of  a,  year  earlier. 

The  reduction  in  stocks  of  frozen  vegetables  was  3*910,000  pounds. 
May  1 holdings  this  year  were  25,551,000  greater  than  on  the  same  date 
last  year . 

Frozen  poultry  stocks  continued  to  show  about  normal  seasonal 
withdrawals.  May  1 stocks,  totaling  70,5^0,000  pounds,  were  10,527,000 
pounds  less  than  on  May  1,  1938,  and  7,522,000  less  than  the  5 -year  av- 
erage. 

The  net  reduction  in  stocks  of  total  frozen  and  cured  meats  was 
relatively  slight  during  April,  the  May  1 holdings  being  only  1,73^,000 
pounds  less  than  April  1.  They  exceeded  those  of  a year  ago  by 
20,635»000  pounds  but  were  9^,878,000  below  the  5~year  average  for  May  1. 
Stocks  of  lard  were  approximately  the  same  as  a month  ago. 
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FRUITS  and  VEGETABLES 


FRESH  FRUITS 

Geld  storage  stocks  of  apples  on  hand  May  1 were  the  equivalent  of 
4,701,000  "bushels.  This  quantity  is  1,078,000  "bushels  less  than  on  hand 
May  1 last  year  "but  424,000  "bushels  more  than  the  5~year  (1934-38)  aver- 
age. 

Total  holdings  of  all  varieties  of  pears  were  reduced  to  66,000 
"boxes  and  "baskets  compared  with  73*000  on  the  same  date  last  year  and  with 
the  5-year  average  of  66,000  "boxes  and  baskets. 

FROZEN  FRUITS 

Total  stocks  of  frozen  fruits,  both  quick-freeze  and  cold-packed  as 
reported  in  cold  storage  on  May  1,  totaled  75*9^0,000  pounds,  a reduction 
during  April  of  15,220,000  pounds.  Of  the  total  May  1 stocks,  l6,S60,000 
pounds  were  reported  as  unclassified.  The  indicated  segregation  of  hold- 
ings by  large  and  small  containers  is  given  in  a table  on  page  7« 


FROZEN  VEGETABLES 

Stocks  of  frozen  vegetables  on  hand  May  1 were  47 » 3^3 *000  pounds,  in- 
dicating net  withdrawals  during  April  of  3*9^0,000  pounds.  May  1 holdings 
were  25 >55! >000  pounds  heavier  than  on  the  same  date  a year  ago.  Of  the 
May  1 quantity  reported  on  hand,  4,093,000  pounds  were  unclassified..

Pago  #4  DAIRY  AND  POULTRY  PRODUCTS  (5/12/39) 

Stocks  of  creamery  butter  decreased  during  April  by  a little  more  than  8,000,000  pounds. 
During  ipril  a year  ago  there  was  heavy  into-storage  movement,  the  net  result  being  an  increase 
in  stocks  of  5,200,000  pounds.  Normally,  the  April  movement  results  in  a moderate  excess  of 
receipts  over  withdrawals,  the  net  into-storage  movement  for  the  5-year  period  1934-38  averag- 
ing 275,000  pounds.  Dairy  Products  Marketing  Association  holdings  decreased  to  the  extent  of 

8.454.000  pounds  during  this  period,  Federal  Surplus  Commodities  Corporation  and  relief  hold- 
ings were  reduced  by  1,846,000,  but  commercial  stocks  increased  by  2,252,000  pounds.  Total 
stocks  of  butter  exceeded  those  of  a year  ago  by  50,717,000  pounds  and  exceeded  the  5-year 
average  by  61,049,000.  Commercial  stocks  were  11,338,000  pounds  less  than  on  May  1,  1938,  and 

1.006.000  less  than  the  5- year  average. 

Stocks  of  American  cheese  were  2,897,000  pounds  below  those  of  the  same  date  last  year 
but  4,687,000  greater  than  the  5-year  average. 

The  seasonal  into-storage  movement  of  eggs  indicated  a net  increase  of  2,242,000  cases 
of  shell  eggs  and  28,313,000  pounds  of  frozen  eggs.  Shell  egg  holdings  were  143,000  cases 
above  those  of  May  1 last  year  but  491,000  less  than  the  5-year  average.  Frozen  egg  stocks 
of  88,778,000  pounds  were  27,096,000  pounds  below  those  of  a year  ago  but  9,743,000  pounds 
in  excess  of  the  5-year  average. 

Net  withdrawals  of  frozen  poultry  totaled  20,407,000  pounds.  May  1 holdings  of 

70.580.000  pounds  were  10,527,000  pounds  heavier  than  those  of  a year  earlier  and  7,522,000 
above  the  5- year  average.  The  out-of~ storage  movement  during  April  was  close  to  normal.

Total  stocks  of  all  frozen  and  cured  meats  remained  about  stationary, 
there  being  a drop  of  only  approximately  2,000,000  pounds  from  April  1 to 
the  627 » 000, 000  reported  on  May  1,  1939* 


Holdings  of  frozen  and  cured  beef  were  reduced  by  4,200,000  pounds 
during  April.  The  36, 7^9*000  pounds  in  storage  on  May  1,  were  about 
3,400,000  pounds  less  than  on  hand  May  1 last  year,  and  31»^00>000  below 
the  5 -year  average  (1934-38). 


Frozen  and  cured  pork  stocks  (526,000,000  pounds  on  May  1)  indi- 
cated a net  increase  during  the  month  of  approximately  3,000,000  pounds 
and  were  about  26,500,000  pounds  heavier  than  a year  ago  but  61,000,000 
below  the  5~year  average. 


The  change  in  lard  stocks  during  April  was  relatively  insignifi- 
cant. May  1 holdings  of  129,214,000  pounds  were  about  7 » 3^0 , 000  heavier 
than  on  May  1,  1938,  but  about  10,000,000  lighter  than  the  5~year  average.

holdings  of  frozen  fruits  on  the  basis  of  small  and  large-size  containers, 
instead  of  by  the  previous  method  of  attempting  to  segregate  the  quick-frozen 
and  cold-packed  holdings.  Indications  are  that  most  of  the  storage  operators 
have  shifted  their  reports  to  the  new  basis,  but  it  may  be  several  months  be- 
fore the  container  segregation  can  be  considered  productive  of  fully  depend- 
able results  for  the  detailed  classifications.
